"IN THE SPRING, A SKYLARK"S FANCY?" 

Our alert assistant director of Campus Planning 
spotted two skylarks in the plowed area between 
the MacLaurin Building and Ring Road during this 
past week. He immediately reported this sighting 
to Mr. A.J. Saunders (for the information of his 
committee) with the comment that the birds "were 
eyeing each other rather suspiciously". When 
questioned regarding this strange behaviour. Dr. 

Roderick L. Haig-Brown, Chancellor, attributed 
such action to either timing or attraction. He 
stated that "it was either too early in the spring 
or they were both very inexperienced birds". 

OTHER BIRD CONSIDERATIONS 

The secretary and chief stadium reserver in the 
Development Office denied recently that she was 
anti-lark. When questioned, she stated that she 
preferred to be classified as pro-pheasant and 
quail. What the reporter and the birds know, but 
the public does not, is that during the past year 
two pheasants and their four young'uns and a family 
of'26 quail have enjoyed a daily meal served by 
this birdlover of a special feed purchased at a 
local feed store at the expense of her husband. 

During the snow this winter, a pathway was provided 
for their convenience between their home in the 
blackberry bushes on the Barnes property to their 
special feeding area, which must remain a secret in 
case the skylarks find it. 
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
